and more faitkfol care of chil- 
dren. The comfort of family life, the luxury 
of the affections is the first thing the poor seek, 
when they have saved anything beyond their 
ludispcnaablc meant of suboatence. T&. rear- 
ing of children is aa expensive and laborious 
basinets, bnt it hat its charms, and all the 
meant of a nation are invested in rearing chil- 
dren and giving them comfortable ertates The 
number of children raised to 
amount of the estates left to thei 
ram total of a nation's prosperity. 

A nation which makes no increase in popu- 
lation or wealth it a total failure, a barren 
tock which should not encumber the earth. 
A nation which like ours doublet iu popula- 
tion in lees than thirty rears, independent of 
than doublet iu 
wealth in the tame time, demonstrates either, 
the superiority of the natural stock of which 
it is composed, or the superiority of the insti- 
tutions which they have adopted, or it proves 
both. Now, in relation to the white race of

At tha same time in the toul slave popula- 
tion the deaf, dumb, blind, insane, and idiotic 
amounted to 3,427, out of 3,204,313, or one 
to 935. Among the slaves idiocy is more 
insanity — among the free ne- 
ar, d idiocy are nearly equal. 
The insane and idiotic of the fret colored pop- 
ulation were C"0 in 434,4!1j, or one in every 
C"9. Among t!»e slave population there were 
insane and idiotic among 3,204,313, a 
ratio of one in 2,123. The condition of the 
uanity and idiocy u even 
of the white population, 
owing to their freedom from care, their regu- 
lar industry, and the control which restrains 
them from indulging in intemperance or ex- 
ercising the vio'ent passions. The negroes of 
Kentucky have only one tenth aa much pro- 
portionally of idiocy and insanity at the 
negroes of Ohio. 

Viewing the subject iu any light, we must 
observe that at regards the general depravation 
or degradation of the nervous system, the 
brain and the mind, the tlavj population it in 
more than twice as good a condition as the

This degradation is not merely as regards 
.oandne-s or health, bnt invokes their whole 
nature— :heir moral and religious tacnltict,

. f society — a fact which it not only notorious 
wherever they reside in considerable numbers, 
but it fully verified bv the criminal roeordi of 
saatj State, and is freely admitted by their 
fricmls b»ctusc it it uselest to deny it.

As to pauperism, the returns of the census 
are meagre, but show a great excaa of free 
negroa over their due proportion to the 
In the slave negro States, society 
no tuch class at negro paupers; in free 
States they abound. Even the Legit- 
lat are of Ohio, in one of their committee re- 
ports, admitted that "generally the negro in 
Ohio ia tary, ignorant, and vicious.'' 

The utter prottrauon and misery of tha 
freed black race in the United States is shown 
in the expressive statistics of mortality: 

"According to Dr. Emerson, the prcpinion 
of black deans to tbe total black population 
in Philadelphia for the ten year* from 1821 to 
1830 wat about one in every 21; in tbe ten 
yean ending in 1840, mi in every .".1 tha 
ratio for the whites in the latter period being 
one in every 43. In the report of the Prison 
line A -social r in at Philadelphia in 1845, 
it U aid that out of 1 ,000 of each color re- 
tiding iu the city 196 blacks die for every 100 
whites, and in the penitentiary 316 blacks for 
every 100 whitos. In tbe Weatherafield 
(Conn.) penitentiary the average rate of 
deaths from 1841 to 1844 wat, white 2 82, 
olored 10 96. In the astern penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania, during tbe three years ending 
with 1843, the average rate of deaths was 1.85 
white d«atbs and G 63 black. In the Phila- 
delphia prison during a period of tsn yean the 
proportion of deaths among the whites was 
one in 46, among the Macks one in 12." 

WhM rautes this great mortality of blackt ? 
Ignorance, indolence, iutcmpirancc, poverty, 
vice, crime, aad destitution In slavery, the 
white man's intelligence, authority, anl kindly 
cars supplies wha the negro needs. Take htm 
entirely nway from that protecting control and 
he sinks, a once and everywhere, fo« orri hit 
original debsfomcnt. This result is even more 
conspicuous in the Wat India than in the 
United States. 

Mr An hoey Trcllepc (an abolitionist in 
principle), a the result of hit obserrationt in 
Jamaica, lays: 

"Emancipation and the change in the sugar 
duties have made land only too plentiful in 
Jamaica, and enormous tractt have 
thrown out of cultivation as unprofitable. An 1 
it U alto only too fertile. Tbe negro conse- 
quently ha had unbounded facility of tquatting 
aad ha ava led himself of it freely. To recede 
from civilization and become again savage — 
savage as the lawt of the community can per- 
mit — has been to hit fane. J believe that he 
would altogether retrograde if left to himself. 
' "Tbew people are a servile race fitted by 
net are for the hardest physical work, and ap- 
parently a present fitted for little else. 
Some thirty years since they were ia a state 
when such work wat their lot; but their taks 
were exacted from them in a condition of bond 
age abhorrent to the feelings of the age, and 
opposed to tbe religion which we practised. 
For us, thinking a we did, slavery was a ain. 
From tha tin we have cleared ourselves. But 
the mere fact of doing so ha not freed us from 
our difficulties.

of water? If not, it will fare badlu fo\

coming year' for the rest of the West Indtes.'' 
Tha is to ray— the civilisation and educa- 
tion of negro U (viewed in the most friendly 
light) a total failure, and the only hope of hu- 
manity lies in Anglo -Saxon izing the race, 
and the hope that thit mixed rac i, if it ha 
enough of white blood, will not be dragged 
down by the negro element. Bat even thit it 
only a hope — an untried experiment. 

"The negro's idea of emancipation [he 
continues] wa and is, emancipation not from 
slavery but from work. To lie in the tun and 
eat bread-fruit and yams is his id a of being 
free. Sucb freedom a tba ha not been 
intended for man in this world; and I ay 
tha Jamaica, at it now exist", ia still under a 
devil 't ordinance ! One cannot wonder that 
the white man here should be vituperative in

THE GOVERNORS Of KENTUCKY. 
General Jackson, in his official report of tba 
battle of tba 8th, dated '-Camp four miles below 
New Orleans, 9ih of January, 1815,'' makes the 
following references to lbs Kentucky Iroopt: "Al- 
though my forcer, aa to number, bad been in- 
cr ea.-ed bv the arrival of tba Kentocky division, 
my strength had received verv little addition — 
a email portion only of that detachment being 
provided with arms. And again: "Twice the 
column which appioichad me on my left was re- 
pulsed by tbe troops of General Carroll, those of 
General Coffee, and a division of tba Kentuiky 
militia, snd twice they formed again aad renewed 
t iea'sault. At length, however, cut to pi ces, 
they fled in c mfuskm from lha Held, leaving it 
covered with their dead and wounded." And 
lastly, this paragraph, out of which grew tbs 
controversy between himself and General Adsir, 
and which, until it was corrected, caused Ken- 
tucky, in tbe mid a of tba general r. joking, for 
tbe first and only time ia bar history, to hang her

It would 
seam, from tb* corrcsponder ce, that th. re had 
been a personal remonstrance from Adair with 
stk on nprn tbs nnfeirnese of tbe 9 b of Janu- 
ary report, but lbs first writUn communication 
was in a letter from General Adair to General 
Jackson, and was ditod "New Orleans, March 
20, 1815." Gen. Adair commences his Isttsr 
with Ibis sentence " Sir: A sense of duty to my 
country, and to tba corps witb which 1 immedi- 
ately served, during th* lata perilous campaign, 
under ynu. command, has induced ms to lay be- 
fore yon tbe following statement of facts, which 
cannot be controverted." Tbe General then 
proceeds witb the foil wing statement : " Lata 
m Ibe evening of the 7ih of January, I ra- 
ved an order from the Adjutant-Gwiaral's 
ice to sand four hundred man from General 
lltomas's division, nnder a proper officer, who 
wee directed to march them up the river to the 
ciiy, where be would r*c*iv* arms for th* men, 
cr>«* th* rive-, and p!ac* himself under tbe 
command of Gel. Morgan. This orJer was given 
Col Davis at 7 o'clock, who immediately 
inarched th* number cf men ordered to the ci.y. 
where about two hundred of t hem were furnished 
with indifferent arm- — lb* rem cinder, who could 
not be srm*d any way, returnad to their camp 
Col Davis croased the river in tbe night, and 
reached Morgan's camp at 4 o'clock oo tb* morn- 
ing of lb* 8tb. He was immediately ordand to 
march dram tba river until ha met th* enemy, 
j) attack him, and, if cunpell'd b T numbers, to 
re not. fje was to di-puta ever* inch of ground 
beck to ibe Gcntral's breastworks This ord«r 
was executed by Col Davis in its fullest extent 
Qe met tbe enemy a* tba distance of a half or 
three quarters of a mile from Ibe breastwork, 
and, an h ugb deserted by Major Arno's commai d 
(with wb< m he was to sci), be f. rm*d bis m*n in 
tb* open b*M, attacked ihe enemy, and fired from 
three to live rcnods, and retreated under a 
heavy fire, after receiving an order from the 
General's aid to do so— bis men still return 
ing Ibe lire of lb* enemy, who pressed him 
until h* pissed th* braaatwotk 1 H* than 
refers the General lo tb* teatimooy of M j r 
B.-own (a d to Murgao), lo M-J ir Teasiar, of ib> 
Louisiana militis, to Major Johnson and Dr. Ham 
iltoo, aoel g.«JS oo to add: "No blame, no censure, 
toulij possibly be attached tu tbe l&ectuckian* in 
this affair. Col. Davis, on passing to the rear cf 
tbe breaatwotk, was again ordered by Gen. Mor 
gen lo form his corps (now one hundred and sev 
•ntystrorg) o.i tb* right of tb* Lou 1 -iana mili- 
tia, who, five bntd.-<d strong, and supported by 
ibe artillery, were posted hebiod a hraestwoik, 
finished and extended two hundred yards out, st 
right anglea to tbe river. Col. Davis's como-.and 
of on* hundred and seventy men, were, agrees 
bly to tba General's ordsr, formed, or rather 
stretched along a ditch from the right of tbe 
breastwork, occupying a space of three hundred 
ystds. In this weak and defeccelesi situation, 
tbey received tb* attack of tba enemy in front. 
Tbe Keotntkian* bare, sg.in, fired from three to 
?eveo rounds (all those wbuee guns could fire), 
oor dig they retreat until a part of tbe enemy's 
fores bad turned or biased tbejr right, and were 
firing on the rear. Longer resistance t»m#t have 
subjected tbem to uAvitabl* capture and dastruc- 
n. u. for the truth of tbasa facts ha refers 
General Jackson to tbe testimony of Captain 
Holt, Captain Ford, and Adjutant Stephens, 
•.ken bsfora the cart of u.quiry, and also 
lo Colonel Caldwell, of tb* Louisiana mi 
litia, who measured th* ground. General 
Adair says, further, to Gen. Jackson: "Oo th* 
right of tb* Kaotucky line thus scattered along 
a ditch there was still a rpsca of opsn ground, 
several hundred yatus orate/ended, by any, where 
lb* enemy might and did pus to their rear. Mo 
attempt was made, no order was given, to sup- 
port lbs Kentockians by a dslacbmsnt from th* 
breasiwork, where tbtv might hava been wall 
spared; for it ii in proof that tba enemy 's line

calculations of th* length of th* whole line— how 
inn., was occupied by Coffeej, how much by Car- 
roil, and arguing from tb* admeasurement that 
Adair -ould not have hsd more than tiv* hundred 
and twent v-five men, and raters to a statement of 
M, r Dillabuaty, who was also con vi odd tbat 
theKentuCtians could not hava more than four 
hffttVtd and fifty or five hundred men at most. 
General Jackson, however, bad said tbat thi 
h.sg* "was seventeen feet bigb," and ba resolved 
to Stick to it — Adair, Slaughter, McLean, Hani 
son, Wakefield, McCoun, Ac , to tbe contrary 
notwithstanding. Oo one subjsct, howsvsr, 
thar* wis never any c mtrovarsy, and tbat was 
that the K*ntuckians at the breastworks, on th* 
left bai k of the river, vhatever may have bean 
their ouu.ber, acquitted themselves with great 
gallantry, and contributed greatly to the victory 
of tbe 8ib. 

In tbe course cf Ibii c >rrespondenc*, tb* two 
General i come upon the stand as wittetrei, and 
thus speak from their personal otkervali hi. Ge i. 
Jackson says: "Yon know, sir, very well, that 
when tbe enemy advanced oo the right bank of 
the river, tb* parapet of my line bslag crowded 
with t.fficen and a Idlers, I ordered lhat tbey 
should tak* eff their hats and give our troops 
on tba right back three chsare. Wbilit in tbs 
act of cheating, I saw the right of Gen. Mor- 
gan's line precipitately give way." To tlis 
General Alslr te pind-: "I wss standing by him 
whan he g*v* this order, aod, with a -mile (not 
of approbation), observed, I was afraid tb*y 
could not hear u< — the distance from us to tbem. 
ia a straight i i*. was upwards cf one mile and 
« half; there was a thick fog, and I must confess 
I could not see the troops of either army!"

There is one other matter upon which our 
reminiscences may throw some light We all 
know thit if was asserted that tbe B.i ish 
marched to th* attack of Jackson's lines with tb* 
words "booty aod beauty for their motto. We 
were talking one day witb General Adair about 
tbu, when he sail be didn't believe it, and gave 
us this as his reason. Ha said tbat after ibe bet- 
tie of th* 8:h he occupied tba scbm room io New 
O leans with a British officer of high rank who 
was a prisoner. "Ooe morning, '' said he, "I was 
sstling iu a chair while a barber was shaving me, 
The British efficsr was walking backwards and 
forwards, reading a nesrspsper, whan saddenly he 
storpad, threw the nswspeper ot the ground, and 
stamped on it with bis foot. 'What do yon see 
there,' said Gsnsral Adair, 'that excites yon (O 
m. . 'Why, sir, said he. this is almost too 
bad Too have beaten ns and won a great vic- 
tory, aod tbat ought lo satisfy you. But, sir, this 
paper says that wa marched upon your breast- 
works with booty and beauty for our watchword. 
It is a lie, air; an infamous lis. The word that 
day waa enmmnnieited through ma, aad it had 
no allusion whatever either to booty or beauty. 
We were not savages', sir; we were not brutes, 
sir.' General Adair told us that from tbat day 
to tbe time hs wss speaking he wss satisfied lhat 
tb* story of "bjory and beauty " waa a slanderous 
fiction.

Tbs court 
of inquiry, greatly fa my satiataetioo, have ac 
quitted t> lotiel Qavis of any conduct deserving 
censure on th* right bank of tb* riv*r; oa tb* 
left it sriv.s me great happiness to state that the 
Kealuckians immediately nnder your o n.mand 
sus'ained the t.pr.or rjf their St*t* and of c or com- 
mon country.

And here th* matter ought to, and probably 
would hava rested, but for an unfortunate mi*sp- 
prebansion made by a newspaper ia Kentucky, 
which published ss coming from General Jacksoo 
toe followiag paragraph, io close connection witb 
tbe above letter: "Tbs Gsnsral is imprsssed with 
the belief tbat tba conduct of tba detachment of 
Ksntucky militia, composing Col. Davis's com- 
mand on tb* 8th of Jsnnry, baa been misrepre- 
sented, and that their retreat was not ooly ex- 
cusable, but absilutely justifiable, owing to tbe 
unfortunate position io which thay were placed." 
Those remarks were hi fact mads by Major Gen - 
oral Thomas, aod not by Gao. Jacksoo. Tbe 
mistake arose out of a misconstruction of a latter 
from H. P. Halm, Msjor aad Secretary to Msjor 
Gene al Thomas. 

Gen. Jackson, hsving seen this publication, ad- 
dressed a letter to tbe editors of tbe Reporter, 
dated Naabvilla, March 11th, 1817, io which ba 
denounces the paragraph as an infamous forgery, 
aad calls for tbs original, and then proceeds to 
comment oa Gen. Adair s statesmen', that there 
were not mora than two hundred Keotuckians oa 
tba right bank, arguing by his mode of stating 
lha facts, that Gaoeral Adair must have known 
bettor.

The different brigade* 
passed through Wilson's and Big Creek Gap witb 
no interference on tbe part of the enemy except a 
si ght -kirmish at tba Utter place, which re 
soiled io tbe capture of a couple of rebel prison 
ers, one of l ham a Captain of artillery. The next 
day the entire divL-ion made a junction at the 
mouth of Wilson's Gap oo the farm of a relups* 
who bad followed oar army from Kentucky. D* 
Courcy's brigtds had lain hare two day* in the 
midst of war's alarms, although hiving no actual 
tight. They lay contiouslly on thair arms, aa 
tbe seceah cavalry warn frequently in view of 
them, aad were even audacious enough to rid* 
withio two hundred yards of the camp and Bra on 
ns.

If, however, the reason than sharply taught 
shall be promptly and fully heeded, the seem- 
ing evil may after all tarn oat to be a reel 
blessing.

Ia 
short, tbe lesson teachci that the radical prop- 
aganda are no help but a fearful hindrance to 
the Government in the prosecution of the war. 
And the nation will expect the President to 
teed tbe lesson io this aapict not lea than in 
tbe other.

A captain of cavalry belonging 
to the te«e?«ion array waa captured by lieutenant 
Harrington, of yoar city, while attempting to 
snesk through oar lioaa. Ha denied being any- 
thing but a stag* drieer from this place to Taza 
well, TeaoesSA*, but Geo. Morgan, who hat a 
wonderfully persuasive tongue, lectured bim 
awhile on the b-au'v of truth telling, aad 
he confessed at last lo holding tbs poaition of 
geptain In tba rebel aroiv. He was pnt under 
guard until time could be bad to attend to bis 
ease. 

All ths excitement of the svscnatim aad oc- 
copition being considerably subsided, tbe beys 
are revelling ia the luxury of unn, s fruit io 
their satisfaction, but to ibe attar disc. mfiturs of 
di clot*, who are not paid by tbe visit la the 
army.

tJaTTbf radicals of the North have a great 
deal to say concerning a morn vigoroue proee- 
cntion of tbe war, and are very lavish in thiir 
sneers at the conservative, of the country, in- 
cluding the Preeidtnt himself, for sanctioning 
what te called ia radical parlanca the rose- 
water policy. Aad we notice with more rj- 
gret than surprise that here and there a patriot 
of the South, goaded to fary in the progress of 
the strife, te joining blindly in the radical cry. 
It te well that clear notions should bo had on 
this point. Nothing sorely but contusion of 
thought can beget difference of opinion in the 
matter between men who abhor (eccsaion and 
national dissolution more than tbey do slavery. 

For our own part, we are in favor of tbe 
moat vigorous prosecution of the war attaina- 
ble. We would have the whole energy of the 
people concentrated promptly in the military 
arm, and launched at the rebellion in the most 
effective way known to tbe military art. We 
arc lor the prosecution of the war as vigorously 
as it can be protecntcd. And we have been 
for thte from tbe instant the war became a 
fixed fact. And io bare the conservative men 
of the country at large. But what it a vigor- 
out prosecution of tbe war? The qaeetion is 
worthy of the grarett consideratic n. It came 
np al tbe very outset of the war, receiving one 
solutir n from the coiiaervativea of the nation, 
and another from the radicals. Mark the 
two solutions. 

The consarvativea maintained that a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war involved disciplined 
troops ia saperior nambart, wielded by skilful 
commanders, according to the established rales 
of civilized warfare. Thit was and is the con- 
servative idea of a vigorous prosecution of the 
war It emhracettwo great point* 1. Disciplined 
troops in superior numbers. 2. The wielding 
qf such troopt by tkilful commanders according 
to the established rales af civilized warfare. 
The radicals, qn tho contrary, maintained ihat 
a vigorous pro* nation, of the war involved an 
immedia'c attack open the enemy in his strong- 
holds, regard I. «< of both strategy and disci - 
pliii', accompanied by laws or decreet of 
general confiscation and emancipation Tbis 
wai and te tbe radical idea of a vigoront prcs 
eeutitm . f tbe war. It as well as the eoo- 
■ rv alive idea embrace* two great points 
I. Instantaneous and indiscriminate fight- 
ing. 2 Wholesale confiscation and emanci- 
paiiio 

The radiral idea in its first branch was early 
tented. The result wat Bull Kan. The rad- 
ical idea io this branch was ihon rejected and 
in lieu of it tbe i on*, n ative idea wat adopted. 
The result bat been the long and unbroken 
seriea of brilliant victories that hat since 
crowned our armt. Tbe first part of the radi- 
cal idea it disponed of forever. Bat the second 
part is stil) urged olamoroqily, and is now 
what the radicate have particularly In miod 
when they talk or write about a more vigorous 
prosecution of tho war. They mean by thte 
phrase, n >t the calling of more troopt into the 
tervicc or the conducting of military opera- 
tions with new mtrgy, as the coaparvativti 
mean, but tbe fulmination of law* or decrees 
of confitcation and emancipation, in defiance 
alike of li.e constitution and of the eittbltehed 
rules of civilized warfare. I a ihort. they mean 
by" a more vigoront prosecution of the war 
timply a more thorough impoverishment of 
the vanquished. 

But the vanquished cannot be so impover- 
ished until they arc vanquished, and in the 
meantime the fear of tnch impoverishment 
will render more difficult the task of vanquish- 
ing them. The radical idea of a more vi b or- 
otfs prosecution of tho war te that self-contra- 
dictory aad absurd. It consists in the burling 
of paper edicts which cannot take effect nnlil 
tbe war te over and that serve meanwhile, to 
strengthen and stimulate the enemy. It in- 
sures the more vigorous prosecution of tho 
war by the rebels instead of by the Govern- 
ment. It is destructive in its tendency, even 
so far as the mere prosecution of the wtr te 
concerned, and doubly so in retpect to the sub. 
sequent re-establUimcnt of the national au- 
thority. It te a moat insane and ruinous idea. 

Iu futility te very clearly exhibited by S. n- 
ator Browning in one of hit strong and elo- 
quent ipeechea against confiscation. "Are 
paper manifestoes," said he, replying to a 
brother Republican in the Senate, "the Sena- 
tor's mode of fighting the war? Does be ex- 
pget to march against the rebate with his paper 
bullets that be manufactures here, alone? He 
speaks of onr bciiii in a gigantic war. Are we 
to put down that war by paper built tint that 
we issue here, or are we to do it by tbe strong 
arm of the military and naval power of the 
Government? Why, sir, when we march 
our armies, wherever we march them, we may 
take wiihout Hint or limitation all property 
of every kind and character that te subject to 
seizure and confiscation under the law; and 
when we have done it we do not need your pa- 
per bulletins to aid W : and unlets we do march 
and take it, all that yon put upon paper is a 
nullity. They laugh yon to scorn if that it 
the beat showing of power that you can make 
against them." Tho destractivenees of the 
idea te attested strikingly by another 
Republican Senator. "For my part, sir," 
exclairntd tbe statci manlike and gifted 
Cowan, alluding the other day to the 
measures of the radicals, "I hardly ever 
think of one of them which is calculated to 
run counter to the will of the Southern pooplo, 
and to contravene their fixed beliefs, bat I see 
before me, in my mind'* eye, the dead from 
the ranks of my countrymen falling because of 
tbe introduction of such measures. " So 
much for the radical idea of a more vig- 
orous prosecution of the war. It i< a sad ab- 
surdity. T t te a grievoqt f heat . 

The conservative* of the country, on tha 
other band, are sincerely in favor of a more 
vigorous prosecution of tbe war, and they are 
taking the proper steps to secure it. The 
President's call for an additional force 
of three hundred thousand men it 
striotly io pursuance of tbe conserva- 
tive idea of a more vigorous prosecution of the 
war. I: is a grand illustration of that idea. 
Nay, it te the offspring of the idea. Besidea 
this increase of troopt, let the operations of 
the war bo conducted with a corresponding in- 
crease of energy, and tbe conservative idea of 
a more vigorous prosecution of tbe war will be 
fully realized. Tbe war cannot be prosecuted 
too vigorously to suit tbe »i»he« oi the con- 
servatives. Nor after ihe war is ended can tbe 
rebel leaders hi punished too severely. 
Bat while the war continues, let ut pros- 
ecute it according u tho mica of civ- 
ilized warfare-, and, wben it te over, let 
us punish the leaders according to tho 
constitution. Let us not disgrace oureelvei 
abroad and disable onraalvea at homo by a 
policy which te equally illegitimate and inex- 
pedient. There is nothing but weakness mili- 
tary and civil in such a policy. II" who hon- 
estly fancies there it vigor in the policy not 
only mittakes paasion for energy bat suffers 
bis personal antipathies or resentment.- to shut 
out of view the most vital and precious iuter- 
etts of hit country.
